REPORTS CROPS DOING WELL. 




"VVeatjier Hiu-can Enj» Winter IVJient 
Mny'ltrcnk All ItccordH. 

The crop report issued-by ttic Weather 
Bureau ears In the districts cast of the 
Houky Mountains during Ihc week the 
temperature was highly favorable for 
growth of Togetntlon, but farm work 
was very .generally retarded by rains In 
the <lakc region, central valleys and At- 
lantic coast districts, while complaints of 
lack of moisture were received from por- 
tions of the central nnd western Gulf 
Stales. In the central nnd northern 
Ilocky Mountain districts and on the 
North FnciDc coast the season Is very 
backward, and Washington and Oregon 
have suffered from cold, wet weather. In 
California the com! il ions have been gen- 
erally favorable, with the exception of 
some dauingc by frost. Corn planting 
Is In progress na far' north ns Kansas, 
southern MisKourl; Ten new re mid North 
Carolina. Farther routh 'planting in well 
advanced nnd coiuujcted in sonic sec- 
tions. 

The condition of winter wheat Is gcu- 
crally excellent, nnd it tins made splen- 
did progress siiicc the first of the month. 
In the upper Ohio Valley, however, the 
freeze of the 4th nnd Olii cnufted some 
hijury. Spring whent seeding Is nearly 
completed in Iown nnd Nebraska, anil la 
progressing well hi Smith Dakota. Oats 
continue promising' In the Southern 
States, nnd seeding is ucnrly completed, 
or well ndrniiced, In tho central vulleyjt. 
where the early sown is coming up well. 

Ity tho close of Mnrcli, which was n 
very mild month, nil fruit* were unusu- 
ally faCftdvaiiced. From the 4th to Otli 
of AprlrUiQ whole country omt of ttic 
Mississippi Itlver, including Tennessee 
nnd tho northern portion of tlie South 
Atlantic Stales, experienced ..tempera- 
turra below freezing, stations in the more 
northerly districts reporting, temperatures 
from to 'IS'degrccs below 'freezing; The 
reports now indicated tli nt. tn any Varieties 
of fruit have stiff oved .severely, in ore par- 
ticularly pcnclics, '

Firmness of Egg Shells, 
Most people aro aware of the power 
of egg shells to resist external pres- 
sure on the ends, but not many would 
credit the results of tests recently 
made. Eight ordinary hen's eggs were 
submitted to pressure applied exter- 
nally all over tbe surface of the shell 
and the breaking pressures varied be- 
tween 400 pounds nnd 070 pounds per 
square inch. With the stresses applied 
Internally to twelve eggs, these gave 
way at pressures varying between 32 
pounds and G5 pounds per square Inch. 
The pressure required to crush tbe 
eggs varied between 40 pounds and 75 
pounds. Tho average' thickness of the 
shells was 13-1;000 inch. 



German Peasants Eating Dog. 
Owing to the poverty existing lu 
South Germany the peasants during 
the last threo months have been com- 
pelled to cat the flesh of dogs, Tho 
government has now ordered a special 
slan-rhterhotise for dogs to be erected. 
at Munich. In future all dogs before 
being killed will be -examined^ by a 
veterinary surgeon, and if certified 
unsound will not he allowed to be sold. 
Dog meat will only bo permlttted to 
be Bold by dealers in horseflesh. 



Government Waste Paper.

The Mueller bill/ for. a municipal own-, 
ersblp- enabling act to cqulp.'Cblcugo-Jor 
dealing, with the street' railway situation- 
became on Tuesday the center pud cir- 
cumference of leglshi live activity. Some 
rough places in Its' road -were smoothed 
and por-sibly rougher ones developed. Tha 
greatest gain for the bill probably lies 
in -tho light shed by the day'B work on 
the attitude of tbc members who will 
moke or break the effort to pass It. The 
Tcn-cns law amendment bill, requiring 
administrators and executors to register 
under tho Torrcns low hind titles held 
by them, pawed Hid Senate by a vote of 
32 lob. The Senate after long dobule 
advanced to third reading tbo bill 'to 
exempt mercantile corporations from as- 
sessment on lb el r capital stock by the 
State Hoard of Equalization, but In the 
process an amendment was added which 
removes this exemption from coal mining 
companies. Tlio Lyon- bill, restricting 
tho S|iceil of""dcvII wagons" to fifteen 
miles uo hour, has passed the House by 
a vote of 100 to 3. 

The omnibus hill In tho Senate for the 
expenses of tho State government, which 
became available Wertnerdny In printed 
and amended form, carries n total of $3,- 
031,287. 13 for the next two years. There 
is no notable increase over two years ago 
except $55,000 for a new beating plant 
for the capitol and somo generous addi- 
tions to tbo Governor's appropriation. 
Representative Sherman started a test 
of streugth and was again bowled over. 
Mr. Sherman chose for on issue the pri- 
mary law n mend men t bill to do awny 
with the tedious- arid farcical roll ctllL'of 
individual delegates in Cook County and 
Chicago conventions and to permit tha 
calling of the roll by wards, the Individ- 
ual delegates to lie polled only In enso 
of tbo ward vote being challenged. The 
bill passed— yeas, f)7; nays, 29. Mr. 
Sherman unsheathed bis rhetorical snick- 
ersnee again on the "factory inspectors' 
bill"— o bill Increasing the salary of the 
inspector from ^l.TOO to ?2,000 n year, 
that of the assistant. from $1,000 to $1,- 
-2.10, -and that of the deputies from $750 
to $1,000, nnd providing for four addi- 
tional deputies. The attack on the bill 
stirred Its friends to unusual efTorts, and 
by tbc hardest kind of work nnd by hold- 
ing back announcement of the vote bare- 
ly enough votes to pass were secured. 
'-': — :- 

Tho Clark bill, authorizing organiza- 
tions or corporations to hold, improve 
and deal in real estate, paKscd the Sen- 
ate Thursday morning. The purpose of 
tbo bill is said to bo to facilitate im- 
provement of business properly hi Chi- 
cago by malting It possible to bring to 
bear on I lie building of skyscrapers nil 
the resources of a stock company, since 
the erection of such modern buildings Is 
too much for Individual effort. The bill 
to give counties one-half of the Inherit- 
ance taxes collected by thoni was beaten 
In the Senate by a vote of 20 yeas to 
20 nays. All the rest of the State lined 
up ngaiust Cook County and reorln. Tbc 
Cook County board asked for this bill 
on account of the relief it would bring 
to the county's straitened tinnncinl con- 
dition. Tbc county Inters all the ex- 
penses of collecting the inheritance tax 
and gets none of ft,"' An abortive effort to 
block appropriation bills until other 
measures get con's Idernt Ion appeared hi 1 
the House, Representatives Johnson, 
Hinds nnd other' Democrats, with Rep- 
resentative Harrow nnd McMnn union, 
undertook to form n combination for this 
purpose with Iho Sbermnuites.. It caiue 
to nothing. Tbo effort took form In tbo 
morning. Mr. Stewart, the Prohibition- 
ist, nnd Mr. Darrow took the lend, pul- 
ling their opposition to action on appro- 
priation bills, which were the order of 
business, on tho ground that important 
public measures must get consideration 
first 

Representative Peltier's vctitilnlion 
bill, which practically puts tbc Chicago 
Hoard of Health mid the city building 
departments out of business so far as 
their regulations regarding ventilation arc 
concerned, was passed by the House Fri- 
day. The measure materially increases 
the powers of the State Board of Health. 
Tho bill passed nfter n brief parliamen- 
tary 'wrangle by n vote of SO yeas, II 
nays. Mr. £n w fence's littl providing "that 
women shall be eligible ns members of 
library hoards was passed. The Senate 
hill (Clark's) providing for the examina- 
tion, registration and licensing of trained 
nurses was called up by Mr. Donogbuc. 
Without debate the bill passed — yeas, SO; 
nays, none. Mr. Rnpp's bill providing 
that physlelnns shall tnnkc reports of 
births and deaths and repealing the law 
of 1001 on this subject was passed— ^yons, 
102f nays, none. For the lirst time dur- 
ing the present session there wns n quor- 
um of Senators present at tho Friday 
moruhig cession. Hills changing tbo 
terms of odlce of presidents of village 
boards or trustees from one to two ybnrs, 
and one for the protection of wild game 
were passed. The substitute municipal 
ownership traction bill reached lliCrHonso 
In such form Hint it is declared to Ho 
Chicago's hands as far as tbn acquire- 
ment of slrcet railroad property Is con- 
cerned . 

The House with Monday evening's 
work has advanced nil • appropriation 
bills to third reading. The executive 
mansion is to bnvc a new pipe organ— 
an electric pipe organ, that will not re- 
quire man or boy power to work the bel- 
lows. The mansion is also to lmvc n now 
veranda in place of the massive porch Bo 
long a characteristic of the obi house— a 
vcrnudn long enough nnd broad enough 
so that the military bands may conic lu 
from Camp Lincoln when tho State 
troops are hi nmiunl encampment and 
give concerts as adjuncts to the military 
receptions which take place at the man-, 
slan at such times. Provision for theso 
improvements wns made nt the Inst min- 
ule hi the omnibus appropriations bill, 
which carries the appropriations for the 
Governor's. odlCe and mniislou, Tbo Sen- 
ale did no business at Its evening session 
beyond advancing tn third rending a lot 
of appropriation .bills.

The Massachusetts requires 
n thorough, overhauling. The Indiana 
has been detached from fleet dutyj for 
which she Is no longer well suited, 'and 
Bent to the new const squadron. ,Rear 
Admiral Evans recently declared" that 
midshipmen assigned to the ships of tbo' 
Aula tic rqundrou were so inexperienced 
they were unable to properly instruct en- 
listed men, and their inexperience wns a 
source of great danger to tbc fleet. 

Forty-six German agriculturists will.. 
soon arrive In New York. They will cross" 
the continent nnd mnkc a trip of 10,000 
miles to study methods of farming and 
stock raising. Among them . will bo • 
feudal land barons, scientists In tbc gov- 
ernment Service and students of agricul- 
ture. The party will bo met lu New- 
York by J. L. Scbultz of the Agricultur- 
al Department. Two special cars havo 
been ordered for the visitors. They" will 
travel by a southern route to California, 
up lbo Pacific coast nnd return to the 
Atlantic' through the northern tier of 
States. The trip has been arranged to 
enable the visitors to inspect the great 
wheat regions of the West, the orchards 
of tbo North, the stock farms of tha 
South and West, and the packing houses 
of Kansas City nad Chicago. Tbc tour 
will occupy nearly two months. At Chi- 
cago the stockyards and packing houses 
will be studied for the better part of two 
days, and some little attention will bo 
given to the largo factories which turu 
out modern farming implements. 

Minister Conger reports lo tbc State 
Department from 1'ckiri, under date of, 
March 12, thnt an attempt has been 
made in tbo district of ICutien, about 100 
miles west of Pekin, to reorganize tho 
Boxer movement, but -was promptly sup- 
pressed by .the energetic nction of the 
viceroy, the famous Yuan Shib Hi, who 
stood like a rock ngaiust tho Boxers iu 
1000, Several soldiers lost their lives la 
the attempt to arrest the criminals.

would bring the total oxportatious for 
the fiscal year past the ?L&00,000,000 
line. The Increase of imports is largely 
iu. manufacturers' material. %
